This made it appear to the sheriff 
that it would be worth while to talk 
with the two young men and although 
Coroner Orelli held that it was un- 
likely that the two men would return 
to the scene of the crime, Sheriff Smith 
pressed his investigation along this 
line.

They are expected to arrive in 
Placerville sometime Wednesday.
